The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the nnanner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, dear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification as originally filed does 
not disclose a material wherein the node is substantially resin free. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. A PTFE material is a polymeric resin and 
the nodes is made of the PTFE resin. The new limitation "the node being 
substantially resin free" is not understood because how the nodes formed from the 
PTFE resin can be resin free: 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 20-26 are allowed. None of the prior art discloses or suggests a porous 
PTFE material comprising: aggregations of nodes; short fibrils interconnecting the 
nodes to form the aggregations; and long fibrils interconnecting the aggregations.
